Stanley  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Report  which  I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to 
you  in  the  following  pages  follows  very  closely  on  the  lines 
of  its  immediate  predecessors.  No  outstanding  individual 
incident  has  occurred  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  in 
your  area  during  1960.  The  health  of  the  community  has 
remained  good  and  there  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks 
cf  epidemic  disease.  The  statistical  returns  are  satisfactory 
and  the  percentage  of  children  protected  against  the  major 
epidemic  diseases  gives  cause  for  satisfaction. 

The  changes  brought  about  by  the  Mental  Health  Act 
are  now  well  under  way  and  I  have  given  you  some  account 
of  this  in  the  Report. 

During  the  year  a  Chiropody  Service  for  certain  groups 
of  people  has  been  introduced  and  is  now  in  full  swing. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  general  administration 
of  the  Public  Health  Service.  Relations  have  continued 
excellent  throughout,  not  least  with  yourselves. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  once  again  of 
saying  how  much  I  have  appreciated  the  helpfulness  of 
yourselves  and  your  officials  on  all  occasions.

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COMMENTS  ON  STATISTICAL  DATA 

You  may  remember  that  last  year  I  expressed 
disappointment  over  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for 
1959.  It  is  with  very  great  pleasure,  therefore,  that  I 
draw  your  attention  to  the  exceedingly  low  rate  experienced 
in  1960.  At  14.3  per  one  thousand  births,  this  is  far  and 
away  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  your  District.  Further, 
you  will  notice  that  in  all  but  one  of  the  four  deaths  there 
were  serious  congenital  abnormalities  which  would  make 
the  survival  of  the  infant  impossible. 

I  hope  that  future  years  will  be  marked  by  a  continu¬ 
ance  of  this  very  low  Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate,  though  slightly  up  on  last  year  is 

average  for  the  country  and  is  not  worthy  of  any  special 
comment. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  risen  and  now  stands  at  the 
reasonably  satisfactory  figure  of  15.91  per  thousand  of 
the  population. 

No  Maternal  Death  occurred  in  1960. 

There  were,  however,  three  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer, 
all  in  males. 

The  over-all  picture  can  be  considered  very  satisfac¬ 
tory.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  PREVENTIVE 
MEDICAL  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


No  change  has  occurred  during  the  year.  Your  District 
continues  to  be  associated  with  the  two  neighbouring  Urban 
Districts,  and  the  population  is  slowly  rising  due  to  a 
considerable  amount  of  new  building  which  is  occurring 
in  the  Divisional  area.  The  Medical  staff  still  consists  of 
a  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  one  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
and  one  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and  is  quite  adequate 
to  undertake  all  duties.  Some  increase  in  the  volume  of 
work  undertaken  by  the  clerical  staff  has  occurred  due  to 
the  introduction  of  new  Services.  They  have  managed  to 
cope  adequately,  but  the  County  Council  feels  that  some 
increase  in  clerical  staff  is  justified  and  this  is  in  the 
process  of  being  implemented. 


One  of  the  most  encouraging  features  of  the  Divisional 
administration  is  the  happy  relationship  which  exists  with 
all  other  bodies,  and  with  the  general  practitioners  in  the 
area.  I  cannot  imagine  a  more  satisfactory  liaison  than 
already  exists  and  the  work  which  is  carried  out  is  greatly 
facilitated  by  this  factor. 


There  have  been  a  certain  number  of  changes  in  the 
domiciliary  nursing  staff  and  these  I  have  commented  on 
later  in  the  Report. 


We  still  enjoy  the  services  of  one  part-time  Ophthalmo¬ 
logist,  one  part-time  Consultant  Paediatrician,  and  one 
part-time  Speech  Therapist. 


The  Mental  Health  section  of  the  work  has  been 
considerably  augmented,  and  we  have  now  based  in  this 
office  one  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  and  two  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  who  are  almost  exclusively  occupied  in  this 
Divisional  Area. 


The  Dental  Services  continue  to  function  satisfactorily, 
and  there  has  been  no  change  in  staffing.  This  is  a  valuable 
Service  and  is  much  appreciated  by  parents. 
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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

A  glance  at  the  tables  immediately  following  will  give 
you  some  idea  of  the  enormous  volume  of  work  which  is 
being  carried  out  in  the  School  Medical  Service  in  your 
area. 

I  can  say  without  qualification  that  the  physical  health 
and  wellbeing  of  school  children  have  never  been  higher. 
Standards  of  nutrition  and  of  hygiene  are  excellent  and 
even  the  small  hard  core  of  families  who  cause  concern  are 
gradually  falling  into  line  with  the  vast  majority  of  well- 
nourished  and  healthy  children.  So  good  are  the  standards 
and  so  few  the  defects  found  at  routine  medical  inspections 
that  it  is  now  thought  that  a  change  of  method  may  be 
introduced.  Under  the  proposed  new  dispensation,  a 
considerable  number  of  routine  inspections  will  be  discon¬ 
tinued  and  instead  more  time  taken  over  the  small 
percentage  of  children  who  are  found  to  need  special  care 
and  consideration  on  account  of  physical  or  mental 
handicap. 

Already,  in  some  parts  of  the  County,  pilot  schemes 
embodying  this  principle  are  in  being  and  results  up  to 
date  indicate  that  medical  time  is  being  much  more  usefully 
deployed. 

All  the  Consultant  Services  available  to  us  are  working 
well  and  we  have  no  knowledge  of  any  undue  waiting  period 
for  ophthalmic  investigation.  Ear,,  Nose  and  Throat,  or 
Orthopaedic  appointments. 

Dr.  Bowker  and  Dr.  Dick,  the  two  school  Medical 
Officers,  are  doing  an  excellent  job  and  are  quite  up  to  date 
with  their  work.  We  are  fortunate  in  continuing  to  enjoy 
their  services. 

Relationships  with  Divisional  Education  Officers  have 
been  uniformly  good  and  an  excellent  liaison  with  Head 
teachers  and  their  staffs  has  been  maintained. 

Considerable  progress  in  immunisation  against  polio¬ 
myelitis  and  tuberculosis  has  been  made  and  extensive 
programmes  have  been  carried  out  with  the  minimum  of 
dislocation  of  school  curricula.  As  a  result,  we  feel  that 
we  are  always  welcome  in  the  schools  and  are  regarded  as 
friends  and  colleagues  rather  than  unnecessary  interrup¬ 
tions  of  school  work.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

The  percentage  of  children  who  have  received  two 
or  three  injections  against  Poliomyelitis  can  be  considered 
very  satisfactory.  Indeed,  it  is  rather  higher  than  the 
average  for  the  County,  or  for  the  Country  as  a  whole. 
Reference  to  the  table  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  amount 
of  work  which  has  been  carried  out.  There  is,  of  course, 
no  room  for  complacency,  and  every  effort  is  being  made 
by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  and  by  the  family  doctors 
practising  in  the  area  to  encourage  acceptance  of  immuni¬ 
sation.  There  is  increasing  evidence  that  a  high  level 
of  immunisation  is  accompanied  by  a  low  incidence  of  the 
disease.  Sufficient  experience  has  been  gained  here  and 
in  America  to  allow  one  to  conclude  that  the  experimental 
stage  is  now  over  and  that  immunisation  against  poliomye¬ 
litis  has  taken  its  place  with  the  older  procedures  against 
smallpox,  diphtheria,  etc. 

There  is  now  almost  universal  use  of  Triple  Vaccine, 
giving  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus. 

I  should  like  here  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Health  Visitors 
working  in  your  area  whose  efforts  in  the  field  of  health 
education  have  been  largely  responsible  for  the  satisfac¬ 
tory  total  of  children  given  protection.  Our  percentage 
compares  very  favourably  with  others  and  the  entire 
absence  of  Diphtheria  from  the  community,  together  with 
a  continuing  extremely  low  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough, 
gives  striking  indication  of  the  effectiveness  of  this 
preventive  measure. 

As  I  wrote  last  year,  the  age  at  which  Smallpox 
vaccination  is  now  offered  has  been  raised  to  the  beginning 
of  the  second  year  of  life.  Consequent  on  this  there  was 
some  temporary  fall  until  the  time  lag  v/as  caught  up.  In 
spite  of  this,  however,  there  has  been  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  total  of  children  vaccinated  and  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  see  that  this  is  m.aintained. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  now  offered  to  all  school  children 
over  the  age  of  13  years  and  here  again  the  response  can 
be  considered  reasonably  satisfactory.  B.C.G.  vaccination 
has  now  been  practised  for  several  years  and  is  found  to 
be  safe  and  free  from  unpleasant  complications.  We  have 
no  knowledge  of  any  untoward  ill  effects,  and  it  is  signifi¬ 
cant  that  the  numbers  of  children  whose  parents  accept 
this  protection  is  showing  no  sign  of  diminishing.

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LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  CLINIC  SERVICES 

1960  saw  no  major  alteration,  but  at  the  time  of 
writing  I  can  confirm  that  the  projected  new  Clinic  at 
Outwood  is  definitely  going  to  be  provided,  and  I  hope  that 
by  the  time  my  next  Report  is  written  I  shall  be  able  to 
tell  you  that  it  is  in  being.  Certainly  it  is  very  much 
needed.  The  attendances  at  the  Outwood  Clinic  are  rising 
and  there  is  considerable  congestion  and  discomfort.  The 
population  of  that  particular  part  of  your  District  is 
growing  and  a  considerable  additional  amount  of  new 
private  building  is  expected. 

The  Stanley  Clinic,  although  far  from  ideal,  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  function  reasonably  satisfactorily,  and  few 
complaints  have  arisen  during  the  year. 

The  Central  Clinic  at  Rothwell  is  used  for  such  services 
as  Ophthalmic  and  Consultant  Paediatric,  and  it  is  difficult 
to  imagine  a  more  suitable  place  for  these  purposes. 
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CONSULTANT  CLINICS 

These  continue  as  before  and  are  all  held  at  the  Central 
Clinic  at  Rothwell. 

Ophthalmic  Clinics  are  held  weekly,  and  the  work  is 
now  up  to  date. 

Dr.  Pickup,  Paediatric  Consultant,  still  attends  at 
monthly  intervals  and  a  close  liaison  between  him  and  the 
family  doctors  of  the  area  is  maintained.  This  Clinic  is 
of  very  considerable  value  and  is  much  appreciated. 

There  is  now  no  waiting  list  at  all  for  children  needing 
Ear,  Nose  or  Throat  treatment.  This  is  readily  available 
at  Wakefield. 

The  part-time  services  of  a  Speech  Therapist  continue 
to  be  available  and  weekly  sessions  are  held. 


There  is  considerable  delay,  however,  in  obtaining 
consultations  at  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  Some  cases  are 
seen  by  the  Consultant  Psychiatrist  at  Pontefract,  whilst 
others  attend  the  Clinic  at  County  Hall,  and  the  work  seems 
to  have  built  up.  This  type  of  case  is  very  time  consuming 
and  treatment  cannot  be  hurried. 
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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

The  changed  conditions  in  Local  Health  Authority 
Mental  Health  Services  foreshadowed  in  my  last  Report 
are  now  taking  definite  shape.  Your  District  forms  part 
of  a  County  Area  from  the  whole  of  which  patients  are 
admitted  to  Stanley  Royd  Hospital.  This  area  has  been 
chosen  by  the  County  Council  to  act  as  a  prototype  in  the 
County  Council  administrative  area.  To  it  have  been 
appointed  a  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  a  number 
of  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  two  of  whom  work  almost  full 
time  in  the  Rothwell  Health  Division, 

The  aim  and  intention  of  the  new  Mental  Health  Act  is 
to  integrate  as  nearly  as  possible  the  Psychiatric  Hospitals 
and  services  with  those  of  the  General  Medical  and  Hospital 
services  of  the  Country.  Thus,  the  emphasis  is  on  inform¬ 
ality  of  admission  and  discharge  and  on  the  increasing 
domiciliary  care  and  supervision  of  patients  discharged 
from  Psychiatric  Hospital  to  their  homes.  After-care  of 
such  cases  is  becoming  increasingly  the  concern  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  To  this  end  it  is  obvious  that 
the  closest  possible  co-operation  should  be  obtained  between 
the  Consultant  Staffs  of  the  Psychiatric  Hospital,  the 
general  medical  practitioner  service  and  the  Local  Health 
Authority.  In  this  area  we  are  fortunate  in  having  been 
able  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  such  co-operation. 
The  new  Act  is  still  in  its  infancy  and  one  can  only  give 
a  general  impression  of  its  work  at  the  moment.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  at  the  time  of  writing,  considerable  satisfac¬ 
tion  is  expressed  and  there  is  optimism  for  its  future 
success. 

You  may  remember  that  a  new  Training  Centre  was 
envisaged  to  be  built  near  the  centre  of  the  Divisional  area. 
Fears  were  entertained  that  capital  retrenchment  might 
result  in  delay.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing,  it  is 
learned  that  official  sanction  has  been  given  by  the  Minister 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  Centre  will  be  built  within 
the  next  year  or  so.  The  need  for  it  under  the  new  dispen¬ 
sation  is  very  great.  Children  of  a  certain  degree  of 
mental  subnormality  have  now  a  statutory  right  of 
admission  to  a  Training  Centre  and  their  attendance  is 
compulsory.  Thus,  patients  are  transported  from  your 
Area  to  an  existing  Centre  in  Wakefield. 
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A  Hostel  for  discharged  psychiatric  patients  is  to  be 
built  within  a  short  distance  of  your  boundary  and  patients 
from  your  area  will  be  able  to  obtain  accommodation  there 
if  they  are  thought  suitable  to  derive  benefit  therefrom. 

As  is  inevitable  in  all  new  ventures,  teething  troubles 
are  bound  to  arise  and  many  problems  will  need  to  be 
solved.  Good  will  and  forbearance  on  all  sides  are  needed 
and  I  would  ask  you  to  exercise  patience  and  understanding 
for  a  considerable  time  until  the  new  order  can  be 
consolidated.

DOMICILIARY  NURSING  SERVICES 

Health  Visiting. — The  staffing  position  continues  very 
satisfactory.  Indeed,  two  Assistant  Health  Visitors  who 
worked  in  this  Division  have  been  accepted  for  full  training 
and  are  expected  to  take  up  duty  once  more  in  due  course 
as  full  members  of  the  staff. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitors  continues  to  change 
in  emphasis  and  is  increasingly  concerned  with  the  care 
of  the  aged.  Health  Education  too  is  being  given  consid¬ 
erable  emphasis  and  the  policy  of  the  Ministry  is  still 
further  to  increase  the  amount  of  time  given  to  this  branch 
of  preventive  medicine. 

Home  Nursing, — In  this  area  we  have  always  been 
fortunate  in  the  quality  of  our  Home  Nurses  and  this 
continues  true  to-day.  Their  work  has  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily  without  exception  and  their  relationship 
with  their  patients  and  with  the  family  doctors  has  been 
universally  good.  The  Supervisor  of  Home  Nurses  reports 
in  the  highest  terms  and  I  feel  that  no  improvement  is 
possible  in  this  branch  of  the  Service. 

Midwifery  Service. — At  the  time  of  writing  we  are 
adequately  staffed,  although  it  is  likely  that  the  amount 
of  work  undertaken  will  increase  owing  to  the  diminution 
in  available  beds  at  Maternity  Hospitals.  However,  at  the 
present  moment  we  have  no  difficulty  in  meeting  all 
demands. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

The  demand  continues  to  increase.  Great  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  keeping  within  the  allocation 
allowed  by  the  County  Council.  Severe  pruning  of  times 
allotted  to  individual  cases  has  had  to  be  done.  At  the 
time  of  writing,  however,  I  am  glad  to  say  than  an  increased 
allocation  has  been  sanctioned.  It  was  found  that  there 
was  considerable  discrepancy  as  between  one  part  of  the 
County  and  another.  Thus,  the  total  pool  available  appeared 
to  be  unfairly  distributed  and  it  has  been  decided  that 
the  fairest  way  is  to  allocate  to  each  Health  Division  a 
number  of  Home  Helps  proportionate  to  the  total  popula¬ 
tion.  Under  this  new  dispensation,  the  Rothwell  Health 
Division  will  have  the  services  of  a  Home  Help  force 
equivalent  to  33  whole-time  Home  Helps. 

We  are  fortunate  in  being  able  to  recruit  adequately 
Home  Helps  of  reasonably  good  quality.  No  complaint  has 
arisen  during  the  year  and  many  expressions  of  appreciation 
have  been  received  from  recipients  of  help.  The  chief 
value  of  the  service  is  in  enabling  old  people  to  continue 
to  live  in  their  own  homes,  rather  than  to  seek  Institutional 
accommodation.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  a  social,  rather  than 
a  domestic,  service  and  every  report  I  get  serves  to  under¬ 
line  that  opinion.  The  following  table  will  give  you  some 
idea  of  the  work  undertaken  during  1960  and  I  would  draw 
your  attention  to  the  overwhelming  preponderance  of  old 
and  ailing  people  who  seek  our  help.

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CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

During  1960,  the  new  County  Council  scheme  came 
fully  into  being.  In  this  area  we  run  what  is  known  as 
an  “indirect”  service.  Under  this  scheme  the  various  Old 
Aged  Persons’  Associations  employ  a  Chiropodist  of  their 
own  choice  and  submit  their  accounts  to  me  in  due  course 
for  settlement.  Six  treatments  per  year  are  given,  though 
more  can  be  sanctioned  if  requested  on  reasonable  grounds. 
The  service  is  available  to  all  men  over  the  age  of  65  and 
all  women  over  the  age  of  60  and  also  to  various  other 
groups  of  persons,  including  those  suffering  from  physical 
handicap  and  other  special  need. 

The  usual  initial  troubles  were  experienced,  but  there 
was  active  co-operation  all  round  and  things  are  settling 
down  to  a  satisactory  routine. 

In  my  next  Report  I  shall  be  able  to  give  you  more 
information  in  the  light  of  experience.  For  your  informa¬ 
tion,  I  give  you  the  following  figures  which  will  give  some 
indication  of  the  volume  of  work  (including  clerical  and 
administrative)  involved.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

Unfailing  courtesy  is  experienced  in  dealing  with  all 
grades  of  ambulance  personnel.  No  complaint  has  arisen 
from  any  source  during  the  year  and  our  relationship  with 
the  Service  is  of  the  happiest. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

The  majority  of  the  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Research  Laboratory  at  Wakefield  and  they  continue 
unfailingly  kind  and  helpful.  Any  special  investigation  is 
readily  undertaken  and  all  routine  work  meticulously 
carried  out. 


MILK  AND  FOOD  SAMPLES 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year.  Samples 
of  foodstuffs  are  forwarded  to  the  County  Analyst  at 
Wakefield  and  analyses  of  milk  and  water  samples  are 
obtained  from  the  Analyst  at  Halifax. 
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HOSPITAL  PROVISION  IN  THE  AREA 

Maternity  Hospitals. — In  all  branches  of  the  Hospital 
Service  there  is  a  chronic  shortage  of  trained  nursing  staff. 
In  no  section  is  the  shortage  more  serious  than  in  Maternity 
Units.  These  are  now  working  under  conditions  of  extreme 
difficulty  and  this  fact  is  reflected  in  the  number  of 
admissions  of  patients  from  your  area.  In  addition,  the 
pressure  on  beds  is  so  great  that  early  discharge  is  now 
the  order  of  the  day.  In  cases  where  suitable  home  accom¬ 
modation  is  available  it  is  current  practice  to  discharge 
the  mother  to  her  home  within  two  or  three  days  of  her 
confinement.  Every  care  is  taken  to  ensure  that  home 
conditions  are  suitable  for  such  discharge.  It  is  thought, 
additionally,  that  mother  and  baby  can  be  better  looked 
after  at  home,  and  are  at  less  risk,  than  would  be  the 
case  if  they  were  kept  in  Hospital,  the  staff  of  which  is 
numerically  inadequate  and  chronically  overworked. 

Much  as  one  may  deplore  this  necessity,  one  must 
recognise  that  no  alternative  course  is  open  to  Hospital 
Authorities.  The  vogue  for  Hospital  confinement  has  arisen 
from  many  causes,  social,  domestic,  and  even  financial. 
Whilst  it  is  essential  that  any  case  having  obstetric 
abnormality  be  confined  in  Hospital,  it  is  by  no  means 
universally  true  that  a  mother  who  is  in  normal  health, 
living  in  a  good  house,  with  adequate  available  help  at 
home,  is  better  off  having  her  baby  in  Hospital.  The  care 
and  attention  available  to  her  from  her  own  family  doctor 
and  from  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service,  backed  up, 
where  necessary,  by  the  provision  of  a  Home  Help,  are 
perfectly  adequate  to  ensure  her  safety  and  comfort  and 
that  of  her  infant. 

Having  said  this,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  once 
again  approximately  50%  of  all  births  took  place  in 
Maternity  Homes  or  Hospitals  during  1960.  Whether  this 
percentage  can  be  maintained  in  the  face  of  deteriorating 
recruitment  of  Hospital  midwives  is  doubtful.  I  would 
like  to  assure  you  that  no  hardship  will  be  caused  and  that 
amply  adequate  domiciliary  services  are  available  to  all 
needing  them. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals.  It  will  be  noted  that  only 
seven  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  during  1960  and  of 
these  three  were  admitted  for  ‘ 'observation,''  and  found  to 
be  suffering  from  illness  which  is  not  legally  notifiable. 
Cases  of  obscure  diagnosis  were  dealt  with,  and  Seacroft

Hospital  continues  to  be  a  most  valued  institution.  I  am 
glad  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  very  prompt 
and  ready  way  in  which  information  and  amended  diagnoses 
are  made  available  to  me. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Snapethorpe  Hospital  at 
Wakefield,  to  which  three  cases  from  your  area  were 
admitted  during  1960. 

General  Hospitals, — There  is  nothing  new  to  report 
and  the  position  remains  as  formerly,  that  is  to  say,  very 
satisfactory.  No  difficulties  have  been  encountered  during 
the  year. 

Chronic  sick  accommodation  remains  difficult.  The 
increasing  number  of  aged  chronic  sick  needing 
accommodation  is  throwing  a  very  great  burden  on 
Hospitals  which,  for  the  most  part,  were  not  built  for  the 
purpose  and  are  increasingly  under  strain  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  the  recruitment  of  nursing  staff.  The  fore¬ 
going  generalisations  are  true  of  your  own  area.  The  5 
beds  which  were  promised  us  at  St.  George’s  Hospital  have 
been  made  available  and  are  occupied  by  citizens  of  the 
Divisional  area.  The  further  number  of  beds  which  are  to 
be  provided  are  not  yet  available  and  the  date  of  their 
provision  remains  doubtful.  I  am  constantly  under  pressure 
from  relatives  and  friends  to  try  to  arrange  transfer  from 
chronic  sick  Hospitals  in  the  Pontefract  Group,  of  patients 
seeking  to  be  accommodated  at  St.  George’s.  Every  effort 
is  made  to  accede  to  these  requests  but  inevitably  there 
is  delay  until  a  bed  becomes  available.  The  complexities 
attendant  on  the  administration  are  very  great  indeed  and 
it  must  be  remembered  that  St.  George’s  is  primarily  a 
long-stay  Annexe  to  St.  James’s  Hospital  in  Leeds  and 
admits  only  cases  which  have  previously  been  admitted  to, 
and  treated  in,  geriatric  units  with  special  diagnostic  and 
treatment  facilities.  Thus,  the  direct  admission  of  cases 
from  their  own  homes  to  St.  George’s  is  neither  possible  nor 
desirable.  I  can  assure  you  that  the  needs  of  your  citizens 
are  constantly  in  mind  and  that  every  effort  is  being  made 
to  ensure  a  satisfactory  share  of  the  local  Hospital  accom¬ 
modation  for  geriatric  cases. 

Part  III  Accommodation. — Here  again  there  are  very 
great  shortages,  but  I  am  glad  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  co-operation  constantly 
afforded  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer  and  his  staff. 
Frequent  personal  consultations  are  made  and  during  the 
year  it  has  always  been  possible  to  obtain  Part  HI  accom¬ 
modation  for  those  in  real  need,  with  minimal  delay. 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE 

The  number  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease 
continues  extremely  low.  The  only  adverse  trend  was  that 
45  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the  year. 
This  is  disappointing  and  I  would  like  to  see  the  trend 
reversed.  Of  the  cases  notified,  6  had  been  immunised. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  highest  incidence  was  in  the  5 
to  10,  age  group.  Whooping  Cough  at  this  age  is  a  much 
less  serious  disease,  and  our  chief  anxiety  is  to  protect 
young  infants.  There  is  great  evidence  that  immunisation 
either  gives  absolute  protection  or  results  in  a  very 
modified  form  of  illness  should  the  child  become  infected. 
I  would  urge  parents  to  have  their  children  protected  as 
early  as  possible  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

In  all,  Infectious  Disease  gave  rise  to  no  anxiety 
during  the  year  and  one  can  only  express  the  hope  that  this 
state  of  affairs  will  continue  indefinitely. 

Venereal  Disease.  —  There  has  been  widespread 
National  misgiving  about  the  increased  incidence  of 
Venereal  Disease  in  the  Country  as  a  whole.  Thus  it  is 
with  additional  satisfaction  that  I  report,  once  again,  no 
significant  increase  in  your  District. 

Infestations. — Apart  from  a  few  nits  found  in  the 
hair  of  a  very  few  school  children,  there  has  been  no  record 
of  any  infestation. 

Scabies,  too,  was  almost  entirely  absent  from  the 
community. 

In  all,  the  state  of  affairs  revealed  by  the  statistics 
for  1960  shows  very  satisfactory  control  of  Infectious 
Disease  in  your  area. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED  DURING  THE  YEAR  1960 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

In  recent  Reports  I  have  stressed  my  view  that 
Tuberculosis  is  of  diminishing  significance  in  the 
community.  This  year  sees  the  lowest  number  of  notifi¬ 
cations  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  on  record.  In  addition, 
the  percentage  of  cure  is  now  very  high  indeed  and  where 
patients  are  admitted  to  Hospital  their  length  of  stay 
is  greatly  shortened  in  contrast  to  what  would  have  been 
the  case  some  years  ago.  This  satisfactory  state  of  affairs 
is  due  to  two  main  factors  in  my  opinion.  First,  the  very 
high  standard  of  general  nutrition  and  social  well-being 
enjoyed  by  the  vast  bulk  of  the  community,  and  secondly 
the  drugs  which  are  now  available  to  the  physician  in 
treating  tuberculosis  should  it  occur. 


A  third  factor  which  is  difficult  to  evaluate,  but  which 
is  thought  to  be  of  considerable  help,  is  the  B.C.G. 
vaccination  scheme.  Vaccination  is  offered  to  all  school 
children  over  the  age  of  13  years  and  a  very  considerable 
percentage  of  parents  allow  their  children  to  have  this 
protection. 

Your  House-Letting  Committee  still  give  courteous 
consideration  to  my  occasional  requests  for  priority  re¬ 
housing.  These  are  few  and  far  between  but  in  cases 
where  need  arises  it  is  nearly  always  urgent,  and  re-housing 
the  patient  aids  very  considerably  in  recovery  from  the 
disease  and  in  diminishing  the  risk  of  spread  in  the 
community. 

In  this  area  we  are  fortunate  in  having  available  two 
Chest  Clinics  where  the  standards  of  medical  care  are  of 
the  highest.  Very  close  liaison  between  ourselves  and  the 
Chest  Clinics  exists  and  the  Chest  Physicians  and  their 
staffs  are  unfailingly  co-operative  and  courteous.  In  our 
turn  we  do  all  we  can  to  help  in  the  domiciliary  care  of 
persons  who  are  under  observation.

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HOUSING 

This  subject  is  fully  dealt  with  by  Mr.  Walker,  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  in  his  section  of  the  Report.  It 
is  disappointing  to  record  that  the  provision  of  Council 
houses  has  fallen  and  is  destined,  apparently,  to  fall  even 
lower  in  the  immediate  future.  The  fact  that  18  houses 
are  awaiting  demolition  which  cannot  proceed  until  the 
tenants  are  re-housed  must  give  rise  to  concern,  I  am, 
of  course,  aware  of  some  of  the  difficulties  which  are  being 
experienced,  but  would  be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  did  not 

urge  you  to  take  every  possible  step  to  resume  Council 
house  building  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

It  is  particularly  irksome  to  note  that  whilst  private 
building  proceeds  apace,  Council  building  has  virtually 
stopped.

Water  Supply. — No  difficulties  have  arisen.  We  con¬ 
tinue  to  enjoy  an  ample  and  adequate  supply  of  water  of 
first  class  quality.  Wakefield  Corporation  is  the  source 
from  which  it  is  derived  and  the  total  consumption  in  the 
district  during  the  year  was  194,610,000.  Of  this  quantity, 
29,347,000  gallons  were  used  for  trade  purposes  and  the 
balance  of  165,263,000  gallons  were  accounted  for  by 
domestic  purposes  and  leakage  respectively. 

The  average  daily  consumption  per  head  for  domestic 
purposes  was  26.54  gallons,  and  for  trade  purposes  4.71 
gallons. 

There  is  no  well  and  no  standpipe  in  the  district.  The 
water  is  without  plumbo-solvent  action.

Smoke  Abatement. — ^We  seem  slowly  to  be  moving 
towards  agreement  with  the  mining  fraternity  regarding 
compensation  for  the  loss  of  their  concessionary  coal.  When 
agreement  is  finally  reached,  it  will  be  possible  to  take 
some  positive  action  towards  establishing  smokeless  zones 
in  your  district. 

At  long  last  the  electrification  of  the  Lofthouse 
Colliery  has  been  completed  and  this  will  result  in  a  very 
marked  diminution  of  atmospheric  smoke  in  your  area. 
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There  is  still  very  considerable  nuisance  arising  from 
the  railway,  and  the  conversion  to  Deisel  seems  to  be 
lagging.  When  this  is  completed  there  will  be  a  very 
considerable  improvement  in  smoke  pollution.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

STANLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  this  my  tenth  report  upon  the  work 
done  by  your  Health  Department. 

Many  of  the  records  of  inspections  and  statistical  data 
are  to  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Shortage  of  building  labour  in  all  the  trades 
continues  to  make  the  carrying  out  of  repair  work  to  the 
older  type  properties  a  very  difficult  and  costly  proposition 
although  the  building  of  new  houses  appears  to  be  continu¬ 
ing,  and  indeed  increasing,  with  no  labour  difficulties.  This 
is  apparently  due  to  the  fact  that  quite  a  large  number  of 
the  new  houses  are  being  built  by  outside  contractors  who 
bring  in  their  own  tradesmen,  and  the  better  wages  being 
paid  contracting  on  this  type  of  work. 

The  Councihs  Slum  Clearance  programme  and  the  Rent 
Act,  1957,  which  have  resulted  in  over  300  old  houses  being 
cleared  and  a  good  number  of  better  type  houses  being 
repaired,  have  resulted  in  a  great  reduction  in  the  number 
of  complaints  received  by  the  department  respecting 
repairs  to  property  and  in  most  instances  the  complaints 
received  refer  to  property  scheduled  for  dealing  with  as 
Slum  Clearance  property  during  the  next  five  years. 

Improvement  grants  which  have  increased  with  the 
introduction  of  the  statutory  grant  arrangement,  as  in  past 
years,  have  been  limited  chiefly  to  owner  occupiers  and  only 
in  isolated  instances  have  rented  properties  been  improved. 
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Houses  for  letting  in  the  area  other  than  Council 
houses  have  been  small  in  number  as  practically  all  vacant 
property  is  being  sold  at  enhanced  prices  although  in  many 
cases  the  houses  have  been  included  for  fairly  early 
consideration  in  the  Council’s  proposed  Slum  Clearance 
programme. 

Slum  Clearance  work  has  continued  satisfactorily, 
the  full  301  houses,  which  it  was  proposed  to  deal  with, 
have  been  either  condemned  or  repaired  and  renewed  by 
the  owners.  It  is  regretted  that  all  the  tenants  have  not 
yet  been  rehoused  but  this  should  be  possible  during  early 
1961  when  the  Council’s  1960-  61  building  programme  is 
completed. 

During  the  year,  only  38  houses  were  completed  by 
the  Council  on  the  new  estate  in  Potovens  Lane,  Outwood. 
These  were  made  up  of  22-three  bedroom,  and  16-two  bed¬ 
room  type  houses  and  form  the  beginning  of  a  large  estate 
between  Potovens  Lane  and  Church  Lane,  Outwood. 

At  the  end  of  1960  there  were  294  applicants  for 
Council  houses,  and  149  for  bungalows  or  one  bedroomed 
flats. 

Meat  inspection  work  has  continued  on  a  heavy  scale 
and  during  the  summer  period  this  w^as  made  more  so  by 
the  Fatstock  Meat  Corporation,  who  slaughtered  sheep 
each  Sunday  at  the  premises  of  Farm  Stores  Ltd.  So  far 
as  is  known  all  meat  killed  in  the  district  is  inspected  and 
94%  is  marked  under  the  meat  marking  regulations. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Bower,  who  served  as  a  pupil  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  discharged  from  the  Royal  Air  Force  in  July, 
1960,  and  has  taken  up  a  post  as  District  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  Wakefield  C.  B.  C.  and  I  should  like  to  wish 
him  the  best  of  luck  in  his  new  appointment.  Mr.  Bower’s 
place  as  pupil  was  taken  by  Dennis  Powers,  of  Walton,  who 
commenced  work  with  the  Council  on  14th  November,  1960. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  encouragement 
and  consideration  they  have  given  me  during  the  past 
twelve  months.

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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Meat  inspection  has  again  taken  up  a  great  deal  of 
time  during  the  year  and  slaughtering  has  continued  on 
a  scale  similar  to  last  year.  The  actual  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  was  939  less  than  last  year  and  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  grant  for  excessive 
meat  inspection  realized  £295,  as  against  £266  for  1959. 

Slaughtering  at  the  Farm  Stores  bacon  factory  has 
been  slightly  more  than  last  year  due  to  the  premises  being 
used  by  the  Fatstock  Meat  Corporation  which  used  them 
for  slaughtering  of  sheep  on  the  Sundays  during  the 
summer  period. 

Meat  marking  has  continued  during  the  year  at  the 
bacon  factory  and  continues  to  work  satisfactorily.  During 
this  time  25,655  carcases  were  inspected  and  marked  by  the 
Inspector  on  duty  and  this  represents  a  marking  of 
approximately  94%  of  the  meat  slaughtered  in  the  district, 
and  is  most  satisfactory. 

The  slaughterhouse  premises  are  in  very  good 
condition  and  leave  little  to  be  desired  from  the  Public 
Health  point  of  view.  A  start  has  been  made  on  the 
alterations  to  bring  them  to  the  standard  required  by  the 
Slaughterhouse  Act,  1958  and  these  should  be  completed 
early  in  1961. 

4  slaughterhouse  licences  were  renewed  for  a  further 
period  of  12  months,,  to  31st  October,  1961.  This 
represents  a  reduction  of  2  slaughterhouses  on  the  number 
which  were  licensed  for  last  year  and  the  number  is 
gradually  reducing.  The  Council’s  report  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  upon  slaughterhouse 
facilities  in  the  district  was  submitted  in  October,  1960, 
and  an  appointed  date  of  1st  November,  1961,  has  been 
suggesed,  as  required  by  the  Act. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  slaughtering  carried 
out  at  the  slaughterhouse  operated  by  the  local  Hospital 
Management  Committee. 

Bovine  tuberculosis  appears  to  have  been  almost 
completely  eradicated  from  the  dairy  and  stock  herds  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  scheme 
of  attested  herds  and  slaughtering  of  re-acting  cattle. 
This  is  reflected  in  the  smaller  amount  of  meat  which  has 
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been  condemned  during  the  year  and  the  condemnations 
for  bovine  tuberculosis  are  now  negligible. 

Cases  of  cj^sticercus  bovis  numbered  3  during  the  year 
which  gives  a  percentage  of  .20%  of  the  cattle  slaughtered. 
In  only  one  case  was  the  cyst  diagnosed  as  being  uncalci¬ 
fied. 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff,  as  in  past  years, 
have  been  most  helpful  and  have  examined  and  advised 
upon  any  specimens  of  a  doubtful  character  which  have 
been  taken  to  the  laboratory  at  various  times.

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MILK  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

26  official  samples  of  milk  were  purchased  from 
retailers  of  the  district  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  analysis.  All  were  reported  upon  as  being 
genuine  milk. 

As  from  1st  April,  1957,  the  area  became  a  specified 
area  in  which  only  designated  milks  can  be  sold.  As  a 
result  all  milk  sold  is  bottled  and  only  two  retailers 
continue  to  retail  milk  bottled  at  the  Farm.  All  other  milk 
sold  is  processed  and  bottled  at  one  of  the  large  dairies  in 
neighbouring  towns  before  sale. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Express  Dairy  at  Wakefield 
the  collection  of  milk  by  retailers  is  much  more  convenient 
than  previously,  when  it  had  to  be  delivered  from  Bradford 
and  Dewsbury. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  small  bottlers  and 
producer  retailers  of  milk  has  resulted  in  a  close  check  on 
quality  and  cleanliness  by  the  wholesaler  in  the  form  of 
the  large  dairy  concerns  which  all  possess  their  own 
laboratories  and  qualified  staff  for  this  purpose.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  necessity  for  frequent  sampling 
is  unnecessary. 

Sterilised  milk  is  still  sold  at  several  of  the  small 
grocers’  shops.  There  were  46  registered  milk  retailers 
in  the  district  at  31st  December,  1960. 

356  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
the  various  food  shops  and  food  preparation  premises 
in  the  district  when  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  the

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BAKEHOUSES 

42  inspections  were  made  of  the  bakehouses  in  the 
district.  Only  minor  defects  were  found  and  these  were 
made  good  on  verbal  intimation  to  the  owners  concerned. 

There  are  only  3  bakehouses  in  the  district,  one  having 
been  closed  during  the  year. 

ICE  CREAM 

During  the  year,  13  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  of  these  12  were  grade 
I  and  one  was  grade  II. 

There  are  no  Ice  Cream  manufacturers  in  the  district 
and  all  Ice  Cream  sold  in  the  shops  is  prepacked  and  of 
well  known  proprietary  brands.  50  shops  were  registered 
for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  and  these  are  regularly  inspected. 

The  Ice  Cream  vans  visiting  the  area  are  mostly  owned 
by  multiple  firms;  these  are  of  modern  type,  with  satisfac¬ 
tory  washing  facilities  for  the  use  of  the  driver. 

FOOD  HAWKERS 

24  hawkers  are  registered  under  the  West  Riding 
(General  Powers)  Act,  Section  76,  and  12  premises  for  the 
storage  of  food  for  hawking. 

This  method  of  selling  is  very  popular,  and  whilst 
there  is  an  improvement  in  the  type  of  vehicles  being  used, 
particularly  those  used  by  recognised  firms,  there  are 
still  some  vehicles  which  leave  a  lot  to  be  desired,  having 
been  converted  from  other  types  of  vehicles. 

The  vans  are  inspected  as  and  when  they  are  seen 
in  the  district  and  during  the  year  60i  inspections  were 
made. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

No  offensive  trade  is  carried  on  in  the  district  although 
fat  melting  and  extracting  is  carried  on,  on  a  small  scale, 
at  the  bacon  factory  and  at  a  kitchen  waste  processing 
plant.  14  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during  the 
year. 

The  Knacker’s  Yard  at  Kirkhamgate  is  kept  in  a  clean 
and  satisfactory  condition  and  is  in  good  structural 
condition. 
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Business  at  these  premises  grows  less  and  less,  as 
the  number  of  horses  and  diseased  animals  available 
decrease.  This  is  one  result  of  the  attested  milk  scheme 
which  has  been  brought  in  by  the  Ministry  and  has  cleared 
out  the  diseased  dairy  cattle. 

FISH  AND  CHIP  SHOPS 

There  are  18  shops  registered  with  the  Council  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  During  the  year  46  visits  were 
made  to  these  premises.  There  is  a  good  class  of  shop  in 
the  district  generally  and  improvements  are  constantly 
being  made. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

66  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  workshops  in  the 
district  and  the  premises  in  general  found  to  be  satisfac¬ 
tory.  No  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Factories  in  respect  of  any  fault  found  in  his  department. 

The  number  of  premises  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  30  with,  and  13  without,  mechanical  power. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

The  main  source  of  smoke  from  industrial  chimneys 
in  the  district  are  two  colliery  chimneys,  three  brickwork 
chimneys,  and  three  small  factory  chimneys. 

In  addition,  a  considerable  nuisance  is  caused  at  times 
in  the  area  around  Lofthouse  Colliery  by  smoke  from  the 
shunting  engines  in  the  colliery  yard  and  main  line  engines 
which  stand  in  the  railway  station.  The  diesel  electrifica¬ 
tion  along  the  length  of  main  line  is  however  becoming 
more  pronounced  and  the  number  of  steam  engines  has 
greatly  reduced  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

Lofthouse  Colliery  chimney  has  again  been  the  chief 
source  of  complaint  during  the  year  and  some  nuisance 
has  been  caused  at  times  by  the  brickyard’s  chimney. 
Electrification  of  the  Colliery  winders  has  been  promised 
for  August,  1961  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  the  end 
of  a  long  standing  source  of  complaint.  Efforts  are  being 
made  by  the  management  of  the  brickworks  to  eliminate 
smoke  from  the  chimneys  to  their  works. 

All  new  houses  built  in  the  district  are  subject  to  the 
bye-law  requiring  the  installation  of  grates  suitalDle  for  the 
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burning  of  smokeless  solid  fuel  but  in  spite  of  this,  bitumin¬ 
ous  coal  still  remains  the  principal  fuel. 

Electricity  and  gas  continue  to  gain  favour  for  cooking 
purposes  and  it  would  appear  that  before  very  long  the 
combination  type  fireplace  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past  as  a 
large  number  of  Council  house  tenants,  many  of  whom  are 
miners,  are  now  showing  preference  for  the  independent 
cooker  together  with  a  tiled  fireplace. 

During  the  year  84  old  pre-war  fireplaces  were  replaced 
in  Council  houses  and  these  were  replaced  with  23  modern 
combination  type  approved  fireplaces,  and  61  tiled  fire¬ 
places,  with  35  gas  cookers  and  26  electric  cookers. 

The  question  of  Miners’  home  coal  still  complicates  the 
setting  up  of  smokeless  zones  in  the  area  and  until  national 
agreement  is  reached  on  this  issue,  it  will  be  difficult  for 
the  full  requirements  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  respecting 
Smokeless  Zones  to  be  implemented. 

During  the  year  43  observations  were  taken  of  the 
various  chimneys  in  the  district  and  of  these  8  gave 
readings  of  smoke  emission  for  periods  in  excess  of  two 
minutes  in  thirty. 

COLLIERY  TIPS 

There  is  now  no  real  nuisance  from  Colliery  tip  fires 
as  the  tips  in  the  area  which  did  cause  trouble  have  now 
burned  themselves  out. 

The  tip  at  Stanley  which  is  used  by  Newland  Colliery, 
whilst  showing  slight  signs  of  fire  is  not  sufficient  to  cause 
a  nuisance. 

Tipping  has  again  been  commenced  at  Park  Hills, 
which  was  for  a  long  time  on  fire  and  the  cause  of  consid¬ 
erable  nuisance. 

HOUSING 

General  housing  inspections  still  take  up  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  time  although  Slum  Clearance  work  and 
the  Rent  Act  have  reduced  the  number  of  housing  repair 
complaints.  The  shortage  of  labour  for  general  housing 
repair  work  has  continued  during  the  year  and  costs  have 
continued  to  increase.  Shortage  of  building  labour  is  still 
experienced  in  the  Council’s  own  maintenance  staff, 
particularly  in  the  bricklaying  trade.  Much  of  the  work 
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outstanding  on  repair  notices  have  had  the  work  set  out 
arranged  by  the  owners  but  awaiting  the  attention  of  the 
tradesmen  concerned.  In  view  of  this  shortage  general 
housing  inspections  are  not  carried  out  as  a  routine  of 
the  department,  but  only  where  Clearance  Action  is  contem¬ 
plated  or  where  there  has  been  a  complaint  by  the  tenant. 

Applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  during  the 
year  were  only  3.  In  one  case  the  repairs  were  completed 
before  the  certificate  was  issued  and  in  the  other  two, 
whilst  the  certificates  were  issued,  the  properties  were  made 
the  subject  of  Demolition  Orders. 

The  suggested  Slum  Clearance  programme  has  contin¬ 
ued  during  the  year  when  28  houses  were  dealt  with  under 
the  Housing  Acts.  3  Clearance  Areas  containing  11  houses 
were  represented  and  all  were  confirmed  without  any 
appeal  being  made.  The  remaining  houses  were  dealt  with 
as  individual  unfit  houses  and  in  no  case  was  there  any 
appeal,  or  opposition  by  the  owners. 

During  the  year  only  one  Closing  Order  was  removed 
from  a  house  which  had  been  represented  and  subsequently 
made  fit  when  the  tenant  had  been  rehoused. 

The  survey  for  the  CounciFs  second  five  years’  slum 
clearance  programme  was  carried  out  and  it  is  suggested 
that  during  the  next  five  years  352  houses  be  dealt  with. 
It  is  anticipated  that  some  of  the  184  back-to-back  houses 
will  be  converted  into  through  houses  rather  than  be 
demolished. 

38  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year 
compared  with  80  last  year.  22  of  these  houses  were  3 
bedroom  type  and  16  two  bedroom  type. 

All  the  new  houses  were  let  to  tenants  of  condemned 
houses  in  order  to  attract  the  Government  subsidy  although 
as  in  past  years  by  the  arrangement  of  transfer  and 
exchange,  the  best  possible  use  of  the  available  accommoda¬ 
tion  has  been  made.  During  the  year  36  exchanges  were 
arranged  and  allowed  and  of  these  28  were  between  tenants 
both  living  in  Council  houses. 

63  relettings  of  Council  houses  during  the  year  were 
as  follows: — 16  to  families  in  lodgings,  17  to  overcrowded 
families,  20  aged  persons’  bungalows  or  flats  and  10  to 
special  cases. 
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The  total  number  of  houses,  flats,  and  bungalows 
owned  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1,740. 

In  spite  of  the  868  houses  built  by  the  Council  since 
the  war  and  the  continued  extensive  private  residential 
development  throughout  the  area  there  is  still  a  shortage 
of  housing  accommodation  in  the  district  and  building  land 
is  becoming  scarcer  and  harder  to  obtain  with  a  subsequent 
increase  in  prices  being  demanded  for  land.  There  has  been 
little  re-development  of  land  which  has  been  the  site  of 
Slum  Clearance  property  which  is  rather  surprising. 

104  houses  were  built  during  the  year  by  private 
builders  but  as  in  past  years  only  a  very  few  have  been 
sold  to  persons  on  the  Council  application  list  or  already 
living  in  Council  houses. 

In  view  of  the  Government  subsidy  policy  all  new 
houses  built  by  the  Council  have  been  utilized  for  the 
rehousing  of  Slum  Clearance  tenants  and  whilst  this  policy 
continues  it  will  be  many  years  before  many  young  couples 
in  lodgings  will  be  able  to  have  the  offer  of  a  Council  house 
owing  to  the  relative  small  number  of  relets  which  become 
available. 

The  Councihs  application  list  at  31st  December,  1960 
showed  the  following  applicants  for  Council  houses,  which 
is  a  decrease  of  only  11  over  last  year's  list  and  shows  a 
considerable  increase  (37)  in  the  number  of  applicants  for 
bungalows  or  flats.

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Pre-War  Council  houses  still  are  very  popular  owing 
to  their  lower  rentals  and  many  tenants  have  made 
improvements  to  them  by  the  replacement  of  older  fittings 
and  fireplaces. 

The  Council  have  carried  out  their  first  scheme  for 
the  replacement  of  fireplaces  to  their  pre-war  estates,  the 
weekly  rent  increase  charged  is  2/-  per  week,  to  cover  this 
cost  of  opproximately  £52  per  fireplace. 
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74  fireplaces  have  been  replaced  as  follows: — 23  Com¬ 
bination  Ranges  and  51  Tiled  Fireplaces,  with  Gas  or 
Electric  cookers. 

It  is  obvious  from  these  figures  that  the  combination 
range  is  rapidly  losing  favour  even  in  the  mining  districts 
and  is  giving  way  to  the  tiled  fireplace  and  independent 
cooker. 

During  the  year  31  refrigerators  were  installed  on 
rental  to  tenants  of  both  pre-war  and  post-war  houses. 
There  are  now  404  refrigerators  in  Council  property  on 
rentals  ranging  from  l/7d.  to  2/4d.  per  week. 

33  improvement  grants  were  made  during  the  year 
for  the  improvement  of  older  type  houses,  mainly  towards 
the  cost  of  provision  of  hot  water  and  bath  system  and 
inside  W.C's.  In  all  cases  the  applicants  were  Owner/ 
Occupiers. 

OVERCROWDING 

The  standard  of  overcrowding  adopted  by  the  Council 
for  their  points  scheme  is  based  upon  bedroom  accommoda¬ 
tion  rather  than  total  room  accommodation  and  on  this 
standard  49  applicants  for  Council  houses,  not  including 
persons  living  in  lodgings,  were  living  in  conditions 
considered  to  constitute  overcrowding.  In  addition  to  this, 
25  families  occupy  houses  where  the  sleeping  accommoda¬ 
tion  causes  moral  overcrowding  in  accordance  with  the 
Council's  standard.  There  are  no  known  cases  of  actual 
overcrowding  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry's  legal 
standard. 

PRIVY  CONVERSIONS 

There  were  no  conversions  carried  out  during  the  year 
but  the  sewer  in  Batley  Road  was  completed  and  has  now 
made  it  possible  for  a  further  9  privies  to  be  done  away 
with  and  replaced  by  W.C’s.  14  houses  are  concerned,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  14  W.C’s  will  be  provided  so  as  to  give 
each  one  its  own  convenience. 

7  pail  closets  at  property  belonging  to  the  British 
Transport  Commission  are  also  to  be  replaced  with  W.C’s 
and  a  small  sewage  disposal  scheme  installed,  and  this 
should  then  complete  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  programme 
for  replacement  of  privies  and  pail  closets.

CESSPOOL  AND  SEWAGE  WORKS 

The  15  cesspools  and  all  road  gullies  in  the  district 
have  been  cleansed  regularly  by  means  of  the  Councils  750 
gallon  mechanical  gully  and  cesspool  emptier.  The  work 
is  carried  out  satisfactorily  and  hygienically.  The  arrange¬ 
ment  by  which  the  machine  is  loaned  out  to  the  West 
Riding  County  Council,  Horbury  U.D.C.,  and  Ossett  M.B.C, 
has  continued  to  allow  the  service  in  our  own  district  to 
be  operated  economically.  A  new  Yorkshire  Karrier 
gully /cesspool  emptier  was  delivered  in  May,  and  the  old 
machine,  which  was  13  years’  old,  was  taken  off  the  road. 
The  new  machine  is  powered  by  a  diesel  engine  and  should 
show  more  economical  fuel  costs  than  did  the  old  petrol 
driven  one. 

Gross  income  from  other  Authorities  during  the  year 
amounted  to  £630. 

The  proposed  pumping  station  and  sewer  extension 
at  Kirkhamgate  to  replace  the  existing  cesspool  at 
Lindale  Farm  have  been  completed  and  it  is  hoped  this 
will  be  satisfactory. 

New  sewers  are  being  laid  in  Canal  Lane,  and  Bottom 
Boat  Road,  so  as  to  obviate  nuisance  caused  by  sewers 
which  have  subsided. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

All  occupied  premises  in  the  district  are  on  town’s 
water,  which  is  bought  from  Wakefield  Corporation.  Results 
of  samples  of  water  are  received  regularly  from  Wakefield 
Corporation  and  show  the  water  to  be  of  satisfactory 
quality. 
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Low  pressure  and  poor  supply  are  experienced  in  some 
parts  of  the  district  due  to  the  mains  or  service  pipes  being 
corroded  up  and  in  some  cases  it  will  be  necessary  for 
renewals  to  be  made  at  an  early  date.  Poor  pressure  to 
properties  in  Ferry  Lane  has  been  overcome  by  the 
installation  of  a  new  main  along  this  road. 

TENTS  AND  CARAVANS 

There  are  now  only  three  caravans  in  the  district 
used  as  permanent  dwellings.  The  site  at  the  rear  of  the 
'Drum  and  Monkey’  is  used  at  times  as  a  winter  quartering 
ground  for  various  showmen  but  this  is  not  a  good  site 
tor  this  purpose.  The  site  at  the  rear  of  the  ‘Sun  Inn’ 
is  still  used  as  a  site  for  travelling  salesmen  and  showmen. 
Constant  visits  make  it  possible  to  see  that  the  site  is 
kept  in  a  reasonable  condition.  Water  Closets,  together 
with  a  wash  house  and  fixed  water  tap  are  provided  on 
this  site.  The  surface  is  kept  in  fairly  decent  condition 
by  the  regular  ashing  down  of  the  ground.  Generally 
speaking  however,  the  presence  of  these  caravans  does 
create  nuisance  owing  to  misuse  of  the  site  and  they  are 
the  subject  of  many  complaints  from  nearby  residents. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES 

Liquid  insecticide  has  again  been  used  at  premises 
infested  with  bugs  and  fleas  but  the  need  for  this  service 
has  been  very  rarely  required. 

Prior  to  removal  to  Council  houses,  the  houses  of  all 
tenants  are  inspected  and  where  necessary,  spraying  is 
carried  out. 

Cricket  and  fly  infestations  on  the  refuse  tips  were 
kept  down  by  spraying. 

Rat  infestations  are  very  slight  and  scattered,  the 
chief  ones  being  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewage 
works  which  are  baited  as  and  when  infestations  show. 
The  isolated  complaints  of  infestations  were  attended  to 
by  the  department. 

URINALS 

The  two  public  urinals  in  the  district  are  regularly 
cleansed  and  have  not  been  the  subject  of  any  complaint. 
The  shortage  of  public  conveniences  in  the  district  is  very 
noticeable  and  the  Council  should  now  consider  the  erection 
of  further  toilets  throughout  the  district. 
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CLEANSING 

The  cleansing  of  the  district  has  been  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  employing  one  foreman,  three  drivers,  and 
eleven  labourers.  Whilst  the  aim  of  the  department  is 
to  give  a  regular  7  day  collection,  this  has  not  been  possible 
due  to  such  things  as  absence  due  to  sickness,  increased 
holiday  allowances  and  wet  weather,  and  it  has  only  been 
possible  to  maintain  a  9  day  collection  average.  The 
service  has  operated  reasonably  satisfactory  and  there 
have  been  only  isolated  complaints. 

^  In  addition  to  the  work  of  refuse  collection,  all  choked 
drains  occurring  in  the  district  are  cleared  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  and  the  public  urinals  attended  to. 

Staffing  has  continued  to  present  no  problems  as  is 
experienced  in  many  areas  and  during  the  year  there  have 
been  no  vacancies. 

Vehicles  employed  are  two  S.  and  D.  fore  and  aft 
tipping  freighters  and  one  Karrier  Bantam,  also  one  spare 
Karrier  Bantam  which  is  used  in  all  the  departments  of 
the  Council  as  and  when  required.  The  Karrier  Bantam 
which  is  full  time  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  the  last  petrol 
vehicle  run  by  the  Council  and  is  now  almost  11  years’  old 
and  should  during  the  next  year  be  considered  for  replace¬ 
ment.  The  extended  use  of  diesel  fuel  in  place  of  petrol 
continues  to  show  a  good  50%  saving  on  the  fuel  bill. 

The  nature  of  the  household  refuse  collected  continues 
to  become  less  heavy  and  more  bulky  which  causes  trouble 
on  the  tips  owing  to  its  poor  consolidating  properties. 
Quite  a  large  amount  of  the  refuse  could  be  disposed  of 
by  burning  by  the  tenants  concerned  and  thus  a  great  deal 
of  expense  saved  on  collection. 

Tipping  is  carried  out  at  Bottom  Boat,  Lee  Moor,  Ferry 
Lane  and  Jerry  Clay  Lane,  although  the  flooding  at  Bottom 
Boat  which  took  place  has  now  restricted  tipping  there  and 
it  is  unlikely  to  recommence  for  a  very  long  time.  The 
first  basin  at  the  Ferry  Lane  Waterworks  has  now  been 
filled  in  and  is  to  be  levelled  off  and  soiled  over  by  contract 
to  give  a  good  area  of  playing  field.  During  next  year  the 
second  basin  is  to  be  filled  in  and  owing  to  the  loss  of 
tipping  space  at  Bottom  Boat  increased  tipping  will  take 
place  at  Lee  Moor.  There  have  been  no  tip  fires  during 
the  year. 
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Spraying  has  been  carried  out  on  the  tips  to  keep  as 
free  as  possible  from  insect  pests  such  as  crickets  and 
flies. 


Covering  material  for  both  Jerry  Clay  and  Ferry  Lane 
tips  has  again  been  adequate  to  keep  the  tips  covered 
although  we  have  a  considerable  amount  of  trouble  from 
people  using  the  tip  for  disposal  of  private  refuse  of  all 
types,  varying  from  building  materials  to  worn  out 
furniture.  These  people  invariably  tip  the  materials  at 
the  entrance  to  the  tips  and  it  is  a  constant  source  of 
trouble. 

Salvage  continues  to  be  an  essential  and  important 
part  of  the  work  of  the  department  from  the  economic 
point  of  view.  Sorting  of  paper  into  grades  has  been 
carried  out  with  a  price  of  £7  10s.  Od.  per  ton  for  mixed 
paper  and  £8  10s.  Od.  per  ton  for  newsprint. 

During  the  year  £1,014  was  realised  by  the  sale  of 
waste  paper. 

The  baling  arrangements  made  in  1955  when  the 
electric  baling  press  was  purchased  continues  to  work 
satisfactorily  and  all  paper  collected  is  baled  the  same 
night  at  the  rate  of  £2  10s.  Od.  per  ton,  by  two  men  who 
work  overtime. 

The  bonus  system  of  waste  paper  collected  was  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year  and  £261  was  paid  out  to  the  men 
for  the  128  tons  collected. 

The  bin  provision  scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  has 
completed  its  ninth  full  year.  During  the  year  300  bins 
have  been  provided  at  a  charge  on  the  rates. 

This  scheme  has  now  had  its  effect  on  the  general 
condition  of  the  bins  in  the  district  and  it  can  be  claimed 
that  these  are  now  in  satisfactory  condition  and  there  are 
no  bad  bins  outstanding. 

PETROLEUM  SPIRIT  STORES 

There  are  19  premises  registered  with  the  Council  for 
the  storage  of  petrol  in  quantities  from  25  gallons  to 
12,500  gallons.  Regular  visits  are  made  to  the  premises 
to  see  that  the  regulations  and  safety  precautions  are 
being  carried  out.
